From  this  message  it  was  evident 
that  the  pastor  had  occasion  to  be  in 
expectation  of  some  sort  of  a  trag- 
edy, which  should  be  enacted  either 
at  the  church  or  parsonage  on  this 
evening,  and  in  which  he  should  play 
an  important  part.  But  we  were  sur- 
prised nevertheless,  and  were 
heartily  delighted  to  meet  so  many  of 
the  members  and  friends  of  the  church 
in  our  home.  We  are  truly  thankful 
to  our  people  for  the  good-will  which 
was  manifested  toward  us  upon  this 
occasion,  and  especially  also  for  the 
well  filled  purse  with  which  we  were 
presented,  as  a  token  of  the  kind-esteem 
and  affection  which  the  people  have 
for  their  pastor.  May  the  Lord  kind- 
ly watch  over  these  people  and  abund- 


antly bless  them  in  all    of  their  work 
of  love  and  go:)d-wlll. 


The  anniversary  services  on  Whit 
Sunday  were"  well  attended,  and 
greatly  enjoyed  by  the  church.  We 
were  triad  to  have  with  us  at  the 
morning  service  the  Bev.  Dr.  Lloyd, 
who  is  a  frequent  attendant  at  our 
services.
